On some 
estates as Many as 80 per cent of the covlica 
have beon loat by sickness, Ono ‘ostate is 
not so healthy os another ; one management 
is nob-as auccessfu! a8 another, and one lot 
of coolies may not be ao carefully ‘selectod 
asanother. . Thero is a great deal in man. 
agement and in luck, but z into t 
figures a8 carefully as one can-it will bo 
found that tobacco can be grown for some- 
thing like 70 cents of a florin per DNS and 
that it’can be sold ot something HES. 
cente of a florin'per pound, I see by a 
book published by the British North Bornoo 
Company the averago price of tobacco 
already sént homo fram Borneo has been 
2/1 per pound. So far as [ can make ont 
the figures, and making a liberal allowanco 
fur all that has. got to be paid, the cost of 
land, the cost of preparing the ground, the 
coat of preparing housea, the wages of ma- 
nagors, assistants and ccolies, no estate can 
ba carried on under an expenditure of 
$5,009 per menth. An-estate carried on at 
that expenditure is able to cultivate from 
three to five hundred fields cach year, 
and if it gets a fair average seven-pical crop 
from these fields as overy one down thero 
fully expects to do, that company will in 
tho third year of its existence. with any- 
thing Tike ordinary luck bo able to. repay 
out of tho product: of itsxcrop the whole 
capital that has-been expended and have 
something hike $100,000 to the good. 


BIG PROFIT. ~ 


Ther one estate—I am not going to 
mention its nnme—managed at the present 
momout by a Dutchman, and I am told on 
the best authority that that estate puta 
‘couple of thousand dollars to the good on 
its firat year’s small planting, paid 114 
per cent Jast year end has tobacco in its 
godowns waiting for shipment which when 
sold will ovable it.to pay in May or June 
noxt something like 55 per cent. Tho 
Dutch companies do something which T 
don’t think any of our companies.do.' I 
don't know - whethor they are compelled to 
do it by law, or whether it is simply a 
cistom of their own, but“they are, in the 
havit of replacing out of the gross receipts 
of the year the wholo of tho capital 
expended in land, buildings, cost of man- 
agement and ao on before they consider 
Ut they havo got any prelit to deal with. 
If English companies, acted on that 
princip’s they would nat be paying such 
vory good. dividends, alihouyl . atill very 
handsome dividends in tho first year or 
two, but they certainly would -bo.in a posi- 
tion to pay an enormous, dividend in the 
third or fourth year, 


THE EXTENT OF THE TOBACCO INDUSTRY,

Sumatra; and in 
spilo of all drawbacks, in spite of tho cust of 
labour, they aro able to prodacethat.obacco 
and put it on the’ market at a price which 
gives them a very handsome profit, some- 
thing tike 50 or 60 or 70 per cent on the 
actual cust of production, » Tobacco can bo 
grown at remunerative prices and there is 
an increasing market for it at homo at tho 
resent culing rates, There is this pecu- 
jiurity about tobacco, - It is difficult to 
overdo the market with it, because land on 
which it has been grown has to be put out 
of cultivation for five, six or. seven ycars 
befulé it can be used again, _ Therefore 
there ii quantity of. land.thrown out 
of cultivation . and 
do little moro. than’ make. up. for. -the 
‘deficiency ; 30 that the supply of tobacco 
is not increasing with such enormous 
strides as:one would think when we hear of 
many places in which it is beginning to be 
cultivated. _ The Dutchmen are coming 
over to British North Borneo because. the 
land in Sumatra is beginning to approach 
the point of cxbaustion, -Therefore it -ap- 
peats to me ihat thers is no very serious 
danger vf the supply of tubacco being wver- 
done and prices falling away.

Tho object of the tour was 
cricket, and in threa cricket. matchos— 
involving in all sloven innings—our. mex 
havo been so invariably drubbed..ag. tn 
make it beyond doubt that our. cricket is 
materially inferior te that. of the northern 
colony, So much wo perhaps expected, 
but is was generally thought that in tennis 
wo might held our own, and there als» wo 
havo been beaten, except when two of our 
ladies atopped on the groan and no far re- 
deemed tho ropittation of the Settlements. 
On the other hand it is only fair to point 
out that Mr Coxon, who won the singles 
for Hongkong, is an old Singapore man, 
and a Singapore champion: to. boot. .:As 
regards the billiards, however pleased. we 
aro to congratulate Mr -Braddell, we cannot 
precisely describo. tho game os an athictic 
one, while it is only fair to admit that Mr 
Trogarthen, who won the single sculls, 
came to Singapore through Hongkong, and 
has scarcbly .boen long enough bere to lot 
us claim his prowess as the result of Straite 
training—although he has ‘trained’ here 
very regularly and in a ‘steady fashion 
which deaerves snceast. The record as a 
whole is therefore one of very. great defeat, 
Nevertheless, ‘'tis better to have gono 
and lost Than never tu have gone at all,’ 
Une cricketers have done their best, for 
which they deserve our thanks; and it will 
scarooly bo necessary to remind them that 
the lesson of their dofeat is that.if they 
mean to play cricket well they must prac- 
tice moro. It may be added thatif anot'.er 
inter-colonial contest is arranged it will be 
avell ta remamber that thera are a number 
of good cricketers in the Straits with whom 
wo might strengthen our teams, and whom 
we havo hitherto omitted to’ recognizs for 
rather insufficiént reasons. The Singapore 
Recreation Ciub—which means tho .Euri 
sian Oluob—contains some cricketers who, 
though they may not be equal to our best 
men, with their old home training, would 
certainly give strength tv any team to which 
they macht be added. It is unnecessary 
for the present purpose to, mention nami s, 
but avyene who understands crickot and 
watches it will admit. that soveral of the 
Recreation Olub men are stronger cr.ckoters 
than ot least several of those whom we sent 
tu Hongkung. Now cricket is a game in 
which no one should recognizo caste. ‘The 
only social rule which governs tho cumposi- 
tion of cricket teams ia that professional 
players shall be differenily classed: from gen- 
-tlemen-plagers,-and of comrso-wo-all-know

cricketers (and other‘ men of Euraslan de- 


scent) are precisely on the same footing as 
those of tie other Clubs in the Colony, In 
this Colony, not only in our Clubs, in 
ouc houses: we. freely necept in “social 
equality those. mon of mixed blood who 
prove themaclyea to ba our social equals. 
Io cricket the qualification for cricketing 
equality isto be 8 good cricketer; and a 
man ig no loss a good oricketer, or a good 
fellow, because he stays among others of 
his raco instead of getting—as ba might 
easily got—admission to the clad frequent- 
ed by persons mostly—but not all—of puro 
Eurupean blood. Indeed, .wo believe -that 
the true reason why crickelers of Eurasian 
raco aro apt to bu overlooked is a doubt 
whether it is just to ask them to encounter 
tho heavy expongea incurred in. auch tn 
oxtorsion; but.that argument of. ‘course 
would not ‘apply to any match played hers, 
or in any place less distant than Hongkong. 

We are. glad to heat that 1 match’ is 
being already arranged in which the 
cricketors who stayed ig Singapore. will 
play thosé who went to Honykeng—the 
suggested date being the public holiday: on 
the 6th February.; and in that match it is 
believed that the Recreation Club cricke- 
tors will bo induced to. take a hand. The 
reaalt will be watched with much attention, 
and it moy’ bo hoped that the wholesome 
rivalry nroused and the interest created 
-will tend materially to raise the standard of 
Straits Settlements cricket,

1d eqhally'gr ‘Sfitrshzation. :“Auth- 
ority must be obtained from Peking before 
new or special expenditure can be incurred 
in ony of the provinc:s ;-though in cases of 
argency the monoy is often apent. firat and 
leave asked for afterwards ; but ‘till that 
sanction is given theaum cannot be charged 
in theprovincial accounts, On the. other 
hind, each of the twenty prdvinces haa its 
separate revenue and financial system. 
Eaoh province is required annually, accord- 
ing to its wealth, to furnish o emailer or 
larger sum té the Peking Government, and. 
the remainder, of its reqwipts it spends 
locally for. authorized: purposcs,.. The 
wealthier provinces, however, aro aubject;; 
to calls mado upon them under orders from. 
Peking, on‘ account of.,extrairdinary ex- 
penses in 6 »me of the poorer regions. Thus 
the Turkestan Government. r. ceives. snb-, 
sidiea from several quarters on. behalf of its 
army, which. has not only the Moham- 
medan aubjects of the Emporor to keep a 
check. upon, but is also supposed to make a 
display of force with which to confront ths 
Russians scrosg the frontier, At the pre~ 
sent time the total of these North-western 
tnilitary. subyentions amounts to ‘Lis. 
4,800,000 per annum, * ‘Similarly, subsidies 
aro regularly furnished: both to. Yiinnan 
and to Manchuria. Ifa provines cannot 
meet its calle, that is to say, is in fact offi: 
cially bankrupt, it obtaine ‘permission ‘to 
postpone its rernittance to other placea til 
the folowing year, the would-be recipient 
getting on in the meantime as well as it 
can without money in band.
